The State of New Jersey (State), Department of Community Affairs (DCA), as the grantee of Community
Development Block Grant—-Disaster Recovery (CDBG-DR) funding allocated to New Jersey by the U.S. Department
of Housing and Urban Development (HUD) for Superstorm Sandy (Sandy) recovery, has prepared this Quarterly
Performance Report (QPR) addressing CDBG-DR funding and expenditures through the fourth quarter of 2018

(October-December).

This QPR shows that, through December 31, 2018, the State expended more than $2.99B in CDBG-DR funds,
including approximately $10.1M in Program Income. As of the fourth quarter of 2018, the total CDBG-DR
expenditures for low-to-moderate (LMI) populations in New Jersey account for approximately 54.1 percent of the

State’s total CDBG-DR expenditures.

The report that follows highlights the State’s continued progress in executing CDBG-DR recovery programs.

HOUSING RECOVERY ACTIVITIES:

The RREM Program, which is the State’s largest CDBG-DR program, provides grants of up to $150,000 to eligible
homeowners to reconstruct, repair, elevate or undertake mitigation measures for their storm-damaged primary
homes. As of December 31, 2018, of the approximately 7,400 homeowners participating in RREM, 6,312 had
completed construction. Also, more than $930M of RREM funding was disbursed to eligible participants.

The Low-to-Moderate Income (LMI) Homeowner Rebuilding Program provides reconstruction, rehabilitation,
elevation and mitigation assistance of up to $150,000 to LMI homeowners whose primary residences were damaged
by Superstorm Sandy but who did not apply to the RREM Program. The LMI Program includes an initial reserve of
funding for owners of manufactured housing units/mobile homes to ensure that this unique population receives
needed assistance. As of December 31, 2018, 207 projects had completed construction and nearly $36M in

program funding had been disbursed to eligible participants.

To assist Sandy-impacted homeowners who face frequent flooding, the State is administering the Sandy Blue Acres
Buyout Program in part with CDBG-DR funds. Blue Acres helps New Jersey families in flood zones move out of
harm’s way and enhances community flood resiliency. With respect to CDBG-DR funds, buyouts are underway in
nine municipalities (Keansburg, Linden, New Milford, Ocean Township, Old Bridge, Pleasantville, Rahway, South
River, and Woodbridge). Within these municipalities, 148 properties have been purchased and 76 homes

demolished as of December 31, 2018.

The State also continues to create affordable rental units and serve renters’ recovery needs. The State’s largest
affordable rental housing recovery initiative is the Fund for Restoration of Multifamily Housing (FRM) Program.
During the first 90 days of lease-up for any FRM-funded project, developers must prioritize Sandy-impacted
households who apply. As of December 31, 2018, 56 FRM-funded projects
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were complete, creating approximately 4,000 units. Another 12 projects were under construction and will create
approximately 1,300 units. Three more projects have been awarded FRM funds, but have not started construction.
These three projects will create about 220 units. The State has awarded $15M in FRM funding to three public
housing authority projects, two of which have completeconstruction.

The Sandy Special Needs Housing Fund provides funding for permanent supportive rental housing units for special
needs populations. Funds have been awarded to 49 projects that are expected to create approximately 400 beds for
individuals with special needs. As of the fourth quarter of 2018, 260 units were completed that allow for 307 special
needs beds and about 65 units were under construction that allow for approximately 72 special needs beds.

The Landlord Rental Repair Program (LRRP) helps repair Sandy-damaged rental properties by providing grants of
up to $50,000 per unit, and requires that repaired units be leased at affordable rates to LMI tenants. Through the
close of the fourth Quarter of 2018, 355 properties (representing 493 units) completed construction through the
program, and 53 properties (representing 83 units) were under construction. Also, 455 of the completed housing
units were leased at affordable rates to LMI tenants.

The Neighborhood Enhancement Program (NEP) returns abandoned or blighted housing to viability. To achieve this,
the NEP provides no-interest loans to eligible developers to purchase and rehabilitate properties in counties most
impacted by Sandy. DCA has awarded NEP loans totaling $31M to 42 projects (192 housing units). As of December
31, 2018, the program had expended more than $29.5M. Twenty-one of the projects are completed and occupied,
providing 97 rental units and 8 homeowner units. An additional 7 projects are completed and awaiting occupancy.
The remaining 14 projects are under construction.

The Sandy Tenant-Based Rental Assistance Program (TBRA) provides up to 24 months of tenant-based rental
assistance to LMI households that were affected by Sandy. As of December 31, 2018, 1,788 households had
received a TBRA payment and rented a housing unit, and the program had expended $27.2M.

ECONOMIC RECOVERY AND REVITALIZATION ACTIVITIES:

Since inception, the Stronger NJ Business Programs have created or retained 6,466 jobs.

The Stronger NJ Business Loan Program, which provides loans of up to $5M to storm-impacted businesses,
approved approximately $83M in loans for 121 businesses as of the fourth quarter of 2018. Of these businesses,
115 are fully disbursed. To date, more than $79.5M has been disbursed to businesses.

The Stronger NJ Business Grant Program provides grants of up to $50,000 to storm-affected businesses. As of
December 31, 2018, 1,150 small businesses have been approved for and received grants totaling $55.8M.

The State also administers the Stronger NJ Neighborhood and Community Revitalization (NCR) Program, which
invests in municipal projects through two initiatives: The Streetscape Revitalization Program and the Development &
Public Improvement Program (D&l).

The NCR Streetscape Program provides grants of up to $1.5M to support projects such as street lighting, sidewalks,
and landscaping in the nine most impacted counties. At the end of the fourth quarter 2018, 19 projects have been
approved, 18 of which have received authorization from HUD to proceed and executed a sub-recipient agreement.
Of these projects, 14 are complete and 4 are currently underway. To date, more than $12M has been disbursed for
NCR Streetscape projects.

The NCR D&l Program provides grants and loans to larger scale projects that contribute to the revitalizato of Sandy-
damaged areas. At the end of the fourth quarter of 2018, 14 D&I projects have completed construction. Five
additional projects have received authorization from HUD to proceed, executed a sub-recipient agreement, and are
currently underway. Approximately $44M has been disbursed for D&I projects.

INFRASTRUCTURE AND RESILIENCY ACTIVITIES

The extensive damage and power outages caused by Superstorm Sandy prompted the State to create the Energy
Resilience Bank (ERB) in order to finance resilient energy technologies so critical facilities such as hospitals, water
treatment plants and wastewater facilities can continue to operate should the electric grid fail. Through the fourth
quarter of 2018, three projects are in construction (Cooper Health System in Camden, St. Peter’s University Hospital
in New Brunswick, and South Monmouth Regional Sewage Authority in Wall Township). Additionally, five ERB
projects have executed their sub-recipient agreement,
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six projects have received authorization from HUD to proceed, and one project has commenced its environmental
review.

The Flood Hazard Risk Reduction and Resiliency Grant Program consists of an infrastructure component to support
communities with flood hazard risk reduction projects and an easement acquisition component to support Army
Corps of Engineers flood protection projects on the shore. Eight infrastructure projects have received awards. Of
these, two projects are in construction, one will begin construction soon, one is out to bid, two are in the permitting
phase, and two are in environmental review. For the easement acquisition component, DEP continued in the fourth
guarter of 2018 to finalize condemnation proceedings for the necessary real estate. Projects in Manasquan and
Barnegat are underway. Efforts to obtain easements for the remaining Army Corps of Engineers projects along the
New Jersey coast are continuing.

The DEP is also administering two projects developed through HUD’s Rebuild By Design (RBD) competition: the
Meadowlands Flood Protection Project and the Hudson River Project: “Resist, Delay, Store and Discharge.”

During the fourth quarter of 2018, the RBD Meadowlands Project Team continued to advance the National
Environmental Policy Act - Environmental Impact Statement (EIS) process in order to select a Preferred Alternative
for the project. As reported in previous quarters, the project team, together with the Executive Steering Committee,
the Citizen Advisory Group, and other stakeholders shaped the purpose and need for the project as well as the
project components that were considered in the EIS and Feasibility Study. The Final EIS (FEIS) was published on
October 26, 2018 and it recommended Alternative 3 as the Preferred Alternative for the project with the Alternative 3
Build Plan as the project components that will be constructed with CDBG-DR funds. A 30-day public comment
period on the FEIS was completed on November 26, 2018. Public comments received on the FEIS were
incorporated and responded to in the Record of Decision (ROD) that was published on December 28, 2018. The
ROD identifies Alternative 3 as the selected alternative and the Alternative 3 Build Plan as the project that will be
constructed by September 30, 2022. With the end of the 15-day public comment period on the ROD occurring on
January 13, 2019, the State will now submit a Request for Release of Funds (RROF) to HUD. HUD's signing of the
RROF would bring closure to the NEPA process and allow design of the Build Plan to begin.

Site survey work for the RBD Hudson River Project, which includes Hoboken and parts of Jersey City and
Weehawken, is 95 percent complete and is being used to develop drawings for the design. Design submissions for
95 percent Sewer System Modification (SSM) and 65 percent Resist Northern Section have been submitted and are
currently under review. Public outreach efforts during the fourth quarter of 2018 included a public meeting in October
and a design zone workshop in December to obtain amenity feedback from the public. Also in October, New
Jersey’s Governor decided that the southern Resist alignment would be following a middle ground alignment. This
alignment was selected after discussion with NJ Transit and local officials and will minimize impacts to NJ Transit
tracks and operation, reduce visual impacts on Observer Highway, and allow for redevelopment to occur in the area.
Additional public outreach to discuss the design of the project will continue during the next quarter.
